Washington,

2—President 


Roosevelt today issued the following 
proclamation calling an extra session 


of the Senate:

"Whereas, public interests require 


that the Senate should convene in ex- 
traordinary session, therefore, I, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, President of the Unit- 


ed States, do hereby proclaim and de- 
clare that an extrordinary occasion re- 


cept the full responsibility for 
the 


called session, 


Washington, D. C., March 2—The 


Senate has more than enough work to 
keep it occupied during the last week 
of the session and do the best it may 
there will be much left undone when 
the gavel of the president pro tempore 
shall fail at the cloae of the final sit- 
ting at noon Wednesday. 


In the present Congress, like most 


others, only about ten or twelve per 
cent of the bills introduced become 
laws, but it is also to be said that the 
record of bills introduced far exceeds 
that of any previous Congress. 


Aside from the appropriation bills 


and conference reports preference^ will 
be given to the Aldrich bond deposit 
bill. Senator Aldrich expresses confi- 
dence that his bill will pass during the 
day, but some of the Democratic sen- 
ators say that its passage tomorrow 


if, out of the question because of the 
number of speeches to be made upon 
it and they contend if its passage shall 
be delayed beyond the day it cannot 
be gotten through the' House. 


There is also great anxiety to get 


action on the Philippine tariff bill and 
while there is also opposition to this 
measure, it is intimated that this an- 
tagonism might cease in case of a 
cessation of^ the efforts to pass 
the 


bond deposit bill, but Senator Aldrich 
is not disposed to yield to this kind of 
argunTent.

2—Senators 


have today made up their minds that 
tbfcy will have to remain in extra ses- 
sion after the fourth of March in or- 
der to ratify the Panama Canal and 
the Cuban Reciprocity treaties, and 
they have made their plans according- 
ly. Executive sesisons will be held to- 
night and tomorrow in a final effort to 
dispose of both treaties, but so long as 
Mr. Morgan retains his health and 
strength there is no hope of success; 
Mr. Morgan says he is willing to ac- 


and allow the treaty to be ratified rath- 
er than force an extra session of the 
senate. His friends say, however, that 
ho is willing to accept the full respon- 
sibility for a called session. 


'Senators' 'generally therefore, have 


given up all hope of avoiding the ex- 
tra session, and now are concerned 
principally as to the time it shall be- 
gin and the length of time it shall oc- 
cupy. Some of them are advising the 
president not to ask the body to re- 
assemble before Monday, the 9th inst. 
while Senator Aldrich is urging that 
the call b"e issued for the 5th. inst., 
the day after the dissolution of the 
present Congress.) 


The principal if not the only- duty of 


the extra session will be the consider- 
ation of the Panama treaty and the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty.

The date of his preliminary hearing 
will not be decided upon till he secures 
an attorney. Knapp was unconcerned, 
fcrl and spoke with a smile on his 
face.

sign of weakening shown by

Knapp, the strangler, was made Sun- 
day afternoon, when tiie 
father of 


Emma Littleman, the eleven-year-old 
Cincinnati girl whose body was found 
in a lumber yard after she had been

called upon Knapp at the county jail. 
Mr. Littleman had a letter of intro- 
duction to Sheriff Bisdorf. Mr. Little- 
man sought an. interview with Knapy 
and Deputy Sheriff Fred Bisdorf ad- 
mitted the father of the murdered 
girl to Knapp's cell. 
Bisdorf said: 


"Here Knapp; I mean to make you ac- 
quainted with Mr. Littleman of Gin 
cinnati."

Littleman." 


Then he dropped his eyes and look- 


ed steadfastly at the floor of his pris- 
on cell. "Look up," said Deputy Bis- 
dorf, "do you know this man?" Knapp 
replied, "No, I never saw him in my 
life," and then addressing himself to 
Mr. Littleman, said: "I feel as sorry 
about this as *yoti do. Mr. Littleman. 
You reselnble very much the 
child, 


you have the color of her eyea, 
but 


the child's hair 
was 
lighter than 


yours. The girl favors you greatly." 


Littleman did not pursue the conver- 


sation any further and notified Deputy 
Bisdorf that the interview was at an 


end. 
As both were leaving Knapp's 


cell Knapp was notised to wipe tears 
from his eyes and the expression on 
his face was one of emotion. It was 
the first tinie since 
Knapp's arrest 


that he had broken down and cried. 
Knapp has fully recovered from his 
stomach trouble and eats heartily of 
the prison food.

DEVICE TO AID ENGINEERS. 


Signal Appliance to Prevent Disas- 


ters Like Westfield Wreck. 


A Brooklyn electrical engineer has 


just patented a device that, it is as- 
sorted, will make impossible such a 
disaster as occurred recently at West- 
field, N. J., says the New York corre- 
spondent of tbe Philadelphia Public 
Ledger and Times. It is a signal ap- 
pliance that will work in connection 
with the present semaphore system 
and will display the signal on board 
the locomotive immediately before tbe 
engineer's eyes, so that it cannot be 
obscured in fog or darkness and if it 
is a danger signal will put on the air 
brakes and stop, the train, even though 
the engineer be dead in his cab. 


The signal works in three ways at 


the same time. It displays for a dan- 
ger signal a red light, blows a whistle 
and puts on the air brakes simul- 
taneously. For a precautionary signal 
it simply puts on a green light in front 
of tbe engineer's eyes.

On iho other 
hand, owing to the monopoly of the 
coulllulds in priv;cto ownership for 
profit at the expense of the,general 
welfare, coal cost-; the consumer mil- 
lions of dollars annually more than it 
would under public ownership. 


There are various misapprehensions 


regarding the meaning of "public own- 
ership." Those making profits out of 
the private monopoly of public utilities 
are opposed to the abolition of such 
monopoly for the winie reason that tho 
owners of chattel slaves half a centurj 
ago were opposed to the abolition ol 
chattel slavery. In fact, the present 
stags of industrial development is de- 
scribed by Mr. Hadley in his "Econom- 
ics" as that in which "property has 
taken the place of slavery as an eco- 
nomic force." This statement is not 
very clear, for slaves were "property" 
before the abolition of slavery. The 
statement really signilies that property 
in the opportunity to work (which is 
known as capital; has taken the place 
.of property in the worker (or "slav- 
ery1") "as an economic force"—that is, 
as a means of obtaining the product of 
the worker's industry at an average 
cost of his subsistence (which was the 
economic advantage to be derived from 
chattel slavery) and at the same time 
avoid any financial interest in the life 
of the worker. It is evident, therefore, 
that. 4as a means of obtaining some- 
thing for nothing, property in the op- 
portunity to work surpasses propert3r 
in the worker. 


So much for the existing industrial 


situation. It shows clearly that what 
are known as "profits" or "earnings of 
capital," and are so designated in the 
industrial commission's report, 
are 


identical with what were formerly 
known as the "profits" of slavery or 
the "earnings of slave labor." To in- 
crease wages, therefore, until there are 
no profits is what is meant by "public 
ownership of public utilities." This 
will make tlie economic return to every 
individual exactly measured by the 
service that he renders, and all eco- 
nomic differences will then be due to 
differences in individual ability and 
taste. This is the ideal of both ethics 
and economics—the goal desired by ev- 
ery honest man (and really every man 
desires to be honest, though many have 
not learned what constitutes honesty)— 
the realization of the Golden Rule and 
the royal law. 


The evil in the trusts consists simply 


in the permission of private ownership 
of public property, which compels peo- 
ple to pay for that which really by 
natural right belongs to them, but 
which by legal right belongs to some 
private owner of public property. We 
traild our streets and highways, and 
they are free to any one who'wishes 
to use them, tlie only cost after the 
outlay for construction being cost of 
maintenance, where'as under private 
ownership of public property the peo- 
ple pay not only all cost of mainte- 
nance, but in addition an excess charge 
called "earnings of capital."

OB Newborn Children—Wide Scope 
of Work; Laid Out. 
So quietly has the preliminary work 


of the Rockefeller institute been car- 
ried on that not until officials connect- 
ed with the health department the oth- 
er night described the nature and ex- 
tent of the good already doneA iu its 
chosen field of pathological research 


- has the general public had an opportu- 


nity to appreciate how the Standard 
Oil millions are being given back to all 
sorts-and conditions of men, says tbe 
New York Herald. 


For example, five physicians spent 


last stammer critically examining not 


the milk supply in the poorer por- 


tions of the metropolis, but in study- 
Ing the effects of different sorts of milk 
upon infants, with a view to seeing 
what could be done along that line to 
dimmish the terrible mortality among 
infants. One of these investigators was 
paid by Mr. Nathan Straus, whose in- 


' terest in the milk supply of the tene- 


ment districts has been keen and whose 
philanthropy has been largely directed 
ill that field. The others were paid out 
of the Rockefeller funds. 


The data^ obtained by these observers 


have not yet been, collated, but it is so 
extensive and has been gathered so 
conscientiously that it will be regarded 
as a standard table showing the ef- 
fects of condensed, certified, sterilized 
and cheap diluted milk upon children 
a year old and under, i Oddly enough, 
it was found that the quality OL the 
milk did not count for as much as. the 


• management of the child by the moth- 


er. 
' Three hundred babies were scruti- 
nized by |hese five physicians daily all 
last sumn er. One doctor never lost an 
infant, aLfl he became so popular he 
could scarcely a/ttend to his regular du- 
ties, because all the mothers in his dis- 
trict wanted to consult him. 


Only the Pasteur institute, in Paris, 


and two others, one each in London 
and Germany, exist as examples of the 
.work Mr. Kockefelter proposes to have 
the scientists of this* hemisphere do. 
His plans are more ambitious than 
those of any organization extant. 


In addition to the long list of topics 


of investigation previously enumerated, 
the Rockefeller institute is expected 
along pathological lines to rival the 
scope of the Carnegie institute of 


. Washington in the literary world. 


(Within its purview will come such 
original research in physiological chem- 
istry as is now being carried on by 
Professor Loeb at the University of 
Chicago, who resolved the animal cells 
into their prime chemical elements and 
then constructed protoplasms from the 
contents of his test tubes. 


The whole science of dietetics and 


nutrition, including experiments simi- 
lar to those now in progress at Wash- 
ington under the supervision of Dr. 
Wiley, who is feeding his assistants 
pure and adulterated foods, and the 
experimental work instituted by Pro- 
fessor Atwater at Wesleyan to deter- 
mine the relative nourishment contain- 
ed in some particular class of food will 
naturally come within the bounds of 
the Rockefeller institute. 


Still another field of endeavor among 


the scientists will be the therapeutics 
of light and the X rays. The work of 
Dr. Nels Finsen at Copenhagen and of 
Dr. Robert Abbe in New York city in 
that direction is illustrative. Besides 
these, histology, the microscopic study 
of human tissues in health and disease; 
electro therapeutics, the action of new 
drugs, and organic and inorganic chem- 
istry will all have their special corps 
of inquirers. 


The work already done, in New York 


city is even more interesting thai? the 
triumphs expected in the future. The 
records of vital statistics in New York j 
show that during the last ten years 
more than 30,000 babies died from the 
effects of the poison administered to 
them in milk. 


Throjjgh the courtesy of the New 


York state board of health a local in- 
pp/tctor has been made a state inspect- 
or, and he has gone through the dairy 
counties of the state testing the milk 
and observing the conditions under 
irrhich it is sent to the consumers in 
New York. The railroad companies 
have been warned to have the cars for 
milk properly iced, and circulars have 
been widely distributed among milk 
dealers, as well as among the produc- 
ers, telling them the best way to obtain 
the best results for their product 


Then the milk in various districts 


were set opposite those of the uulu- 
strucled mothers. 


Away off in Japan Dr. Flexner 


studies dysentery and the senuu cures 
effected there, proceeds to the Philip- 
pine*, experiments with the serum In 
the army and then comes liuine pre- 
pared to study further along these 
same line*. Recently Dr. Floxner re- 
ceived a prize of $'2,WK) from Carnegie 
institute for his work in investigating 
nu antitoxin for snake vonoui. 


So with each of the men chosen to 


carry out Mr. Rockefeller's ideas ev- 
i'1'y one is a man of the highest stand- 
ing In his department of research and 
originality has been the chief claim to 
a place among the institute's corps of 
workers.

Stella Limdelius Can't Be Lifted it 


She- Wills Otherwise. 


Friends of twelve-year-old Stella Lun- 


delius of Port Jervis, N. Y., are trying 
in vain to explain some remarkable 
powers which she possesses—not only 
her peculiar apparent subjection of 
force and reversal of natural laws, but 
also her seeming influence over pain, 
says the New York American.

A strong man, who would have no 


difficulty in lifting another man, tried 
iii vain to lift this child. She had but 
to touch him with her hand and his 
power seemed to vanish at once/' 'nd 
the sixty-five pound girl becam'e as 
heavy as a ton to him. Removing her 
hand from the man, however, the child 
suddenly became the frail creature 
iiiat shu seeined and was readily raised 
from the floor. Four men could not 
lift her a. minute later. The case took 
on a still more puzzling phase when a. 
young man easily lifted the girl after 
she had placed lier hand upon his shoul- 
der. Another man tried and failed dis- 
mally. 


Dr. Sahier, who had studied the case, 


explained his theory of it as follows: 


"Stella's power consists in bringing 


her will or nerve force into harmony 
with that of the person who attempts 
to raise her and thus destroying all in- 
dividuality of his. When it is impossi- 
ble to bring about such a unison of 
vibration, the other person does not 
lose his individuality, and his natural 
strength is not overcome."

Mrs. George Cornwallih-West, better 


known as Lady Randolph Churchill, 
occupies a uuiijue position in English 
society. She was one of tlie first Amer- 
ican women to marry u distinguished 
titled Englishman and to come to Lou 
don and attain a high social position 
Consequently anything she has to saj 
about "American women iu Europe" is 
of much interest and carries authority 


In the Fall Mall Magazine for Febru- 


ary .Mrs. George Cornwall's-West uu 
der the above caption writes: "Thirti 
years ago in England, as on the conti- 
nent, the American woman was looked 
upon as a strange and abnormal crea- 
ture, with habits and manners some- 
thing between those of the red Indian 
and tbe "Gaiety girl." Anything of an 
outlandish nature might be expected 
of her. If she; talked, dressed and con- 
ducted herself as any well bred woman 
would, much astonishment was invari- 
ably evinced. She was usually saluted 
with tbc tactful remark, 'I should nev- 
er have thought you an American,' by 
those who intended it as a compliment. 
As a rule, people looked upon her as a 
disagreeable, even dangerous, person. 


"Her dollars were her only recom- 


mendation, and all were credited with 
the possession of them. 
Otherwise 


what was her raison d'etre? 


"Nor was distinction ever made be- 


tween Americans. They were all sup- 
posed to be of one uniform type. The 
young Jady who, «refusing anj'tbing 
more to cat, says, 'I'm pretty crowded 
just now,' or in explaining why she is 
traveling alone remarks, 'Papa don't 
voiage; he's too fleshy.' was thought 
to be representative of the national 
type of manners. 


"The steady progress of American 


women in the minds of Europeans since 
then can be gauged by studying their 
present position in Europe. It is not to 
be denied that they are having many 
of the ''seats of (he mighty.' and the 
most carping, jealous critics cannot 
find fault with the way iu which they 
fill them. 


"In the political, literary and diplo- 


matic worlds they more than hold their 
own. They are a great success in the 
old world. There is no doubt that their 
success is greatly due to the wonderful 
adaptability which they display with- 
out at the same time losing their indi- 
viduality. 


"A girl born and bred in the back- 


woods of some western state will adopt 
the manners and customs of her hus- 
band's country to such an extent that 
after a few years she might pass as of 
his nationality. The chief characteris- 
tic of the American woman is her ver- 
satility. This is fostered by ambition. 
Her active mind seems to open ail 
paths to her. 


"England is her happiest hunting 


ground, for obvious reasons. Speaking 
the same language, she naturally feels 
more at home. Besides, there is no 
doubt that English society is much 
Broader minded and more appreciative 
of individual merit than that of any 
other country. Beauty and charm* in 
woman or good fellowship in man will 
tike "them into fastidious, refined cir- 
cles in Britain where dull duchesses 
and rich bores seek entrance iu vain. 
!ompared with England's," American 
society is restricted, narrow and arti- 
ficial, and it takes a long time to break 


1 down the barriers. 
! "Americans are often credited with 
: loving titles. In a sense the criticism 
is true, but only inasmuch as. striving 
always to have the best of everything, 


i including society, they make the mis- 
take of thinking that the aristocracy of 
the -country must represent tbc most 


. cultured and refined of its inhabitants. 
j 
"Unfortunately this is not always 


-, so. but i* is obviously unfair to re- 
proach the Americaii woman for seek- • 
. ing what in every other country in the 
world both sexes struggle for—social 
or material advancement. 
As snob- 


bery is cosmopolitan, the genius snob 
having no nationally, so well bred 
people speak the same language all 


•he embarks on matrimony, nrum a 
woman to Boiue extent with the sinews 
of war. 


"It has often been attributed to 


American women that they arc queens 
in their own country, caressed and 
hunon'd from infancy, and that, wield- 
ing an lmmcu.se capricious power In 
being treated of goddesses behind tho 
nltur rather than :is comrades in the 
line of I>'uttic, their confidence in them- 
selves is naturally unbounded. 


"Tin; general consensus of opinion is 


that the American girl is perhaps the 
best dressed wonnin iu the world. The 
American woman lias often been taxed 
with being extravagant. 
It this ba 


true, her bringing up must be held 
most I j' responsible for it. 


"American society women, with few 


exceptions, seem to have neither the in- 
clination nor the opportunity of taking 
themselves as seriously as do those of 
England, where all are i::ore or less 
engaged in philanthropic schemes or 
work of some kind and where the 
greater or more prominent their social 
position the more they are called upon 
to do. 


"The 
many Anglo-American mar- 


riages, with tbe warm welcome extend- 
ed to Americans in England, arc the con- 
necting link between the two countries 
which ought to cement them forever 
notwithstanding the natural aversion 
of American men for having some of 
their women folk taken from them or 
the jealousies of English mothers who, 
having daughters of their own, look 
with u cold eye at so many young men 
being snapped up by the all conquering 
American girl. 


"But, on the whole, both countries 


benefit mutually by the intercourse and 
contrast. 
Surely the growing ties of 


love and fellowship stretching and 
strengthening across the Atlantic and 
fortified 
by common interests 
now 


bringing forth so many pledges in the * 
rising generation ought not to escape 
altogether from the minds of statesmen 
and diplomatists concerned with the 
highest matters of state." 


EARLY ROMAN RELICS. 


Profe.MKor Bonl Telia of New Dlseov- 


, 
cries In tlie Forum. 


lu his article in Harper's Magazine 


for March Professor Boni. who has 
,been conducting recent investigations 
iu tlie Forum at Rome, tells of new 
discoveries of. the time of .Julius 
Crcsar: 


"The fir-it monuments really dating 


from the lifetime of Julius Caesar, are 
those rostra which he removed from 
the Comitium, where as tribune of the 
plebs they had stood, inquisitive and 
menacing, over against the patrician 
Curia, and reconstructed at the Cap- 
itoline end of the Forum between the 
temple of Saturn aud the temple of 
Concord. 


"Why should Caesar have moved 


these rostra'? 
Was their removal a 


prophetic synthesis of coming change, 
a preparation, 
inadvertent or con- 


sc'ious, for the realization of those al- 
leged designs upon the republic which 
cost him his life? And by what strange 
instinct was he led to re-erect the ros- 
tra against the very rock out of which 
the early founders of Rome bad 
hewed that altar of Vulcan which con- 
stitutes the most venerable monument 
of Rome, of Italy and maybe of the 
Aryan world? The Vulcanal rock still 
stands as it was hewn with axes and' 
covered with rust red plaster, a wit- 
ness to the sanctity of that metal 
smelting Ore wherewith metallic civ- 
ilization was inaugurated In the Tiber 
valley by* the same primitive Latin 
folk who guarded at Lavinium bars of 
iron and copper'among their household 
gods. 
Conscious or unconscious in- 


struments of destiny, C»sar returned 
to these sacred precincts, there to build 
as foundation for his rostra the sober 
tufo arches which not only constitute 
a standard for the study of Roman 
structures, but possess for historians 
an interest almost without parallel. 
Here on the superstructure of the 
arches Mark Antony pronounced his 
funeral oration over Cwsar's body and 
excited the populace to veudetta with 
the sight of .that 'bleeding piece of 
earth.' Here were nailed the head and 
hands of Cicero as symbols of vendetta, 
achieved. Save for these rostra I have 
been unable to discover upon the sur- 
face of the Roman Forum nny trace 
or vestige of Julius Ciesar's own 
work."
